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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-39 and 45 are drawn to a method and program for embedding 
data into an image and authenticating the image which involves the steps 
of producing an extended image using a halftone algorithm and projecting 
the extended image onto coordinates. 

II. Claims 40-42 are drawn to a method of processing an image involving the 
steps of scrambling a source image, embedding the scrambled image into 
the source image and extracting the scrambled image therefrom to be 
unscrambled. 

III. Claims 43-44 are drawn to a method and system for calculating errors 
corresponding to a halftone extraction algorithm applied to a plurality of 
images to select an extended image such that the sum of the errors is 
minimized. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions l-lll are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention I has separate utility such as the 
use of a halftoning algorithm that ensures an image with embedded data looks like the 
original image and can still be authenticated without having to calculate and minimize 
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halftoning errors or scramble the original image data. And invention II has separate 
utility since a source or original image can be scrambled by many known methods not 
limited to using a halftone algorithm. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for each Group l-lll is different, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
